(below) or mountaineering with, or without, professional guides (opposite). 


One of the best ways to see 
Yukon is on foot. Hiking along official 
trails or a riverside path, for a day or 
a week, can provide you with a com- 
plete change of pace, spectacular 
views of the countryside and the 
satisfaction of having faced a vigor- 
ous physical challenge. 

The best season for hiking is 
summer, between June and Sep- 
tember, when trails are dry and the 
weather is likely to be warm. The 
first requirement - aside from a good 
| sense of knowing where you're 
going - is a sturdy, comfortable pair 
of hiking boots. The extent of the 
rest of your equipment will depend 
on the location and the duration of 
your hike. But if you haven't come 
| prepared, don’t worry. There are 
several outdoor recreational supply 
stores in Whitehorse that can provide 
you with everything you will possibly 
need, from freeze-dried food to light- 
weight tents. Bring along a pair of 
binoculars for the added pleasure of 
bird watching, and perhaps booklets 
to help you identify Yukon flora. 
With these and a compatible hiking 
companion, you're ready to begin 
one of the most enjoyable experi- 
ences Yukon has to offer.

The Chilkoot Trail 


The Chilkoot was the most popu- 


lar route to the Klondike goldfields. It 


was travelled by thousands of men 
and women hauling tons of supplies 
towards Dawson City. 

Every summer scores of en- 
thusiastic hikers from all over the 
world retrace the steps of the stam- 
peders. The trail begins a few miles 
from Skagway, Alaska at Dyea which 
was once a thriving centre at the 
foot of the trail, but has long since

been abandoned. From there the 
hikers pass through rain forest, alpine 
meadow, over the talus rock leading 
up to the Pass itself, then on to the 
summit. The descent past Crater 
Lake and some lovely alpine scenery 
concludes at Lake Bennett where 
hikers can take a boat the length of 
Bennett Lake to Carcross. Or hikers 
can also take a bus to Whitehorse or 
Skagway by diverting from the trail 
near Lake Lindeman and hiking a 
few extra miles to Log Cabin where 
the Klondike Highway meets the rail 
line. 


The trail is 52 kilometres (33 
miles) long and takes an average of 
three and a half days to walk. It is 
well marked and is patrolled regularly 
by Canadian and U.S. rangers. Hikers 
must Carry a tent and should be 
equipped with warm clothing and 


rain gear as weather conditions ar 
unpredictable. 


Kluane National Parl 


Kluane National Park is a wild 
ness park and therefore lacks mart 
hiking trails. However, there are 
many hiking routes which follow « 
mining roads and trails. Hikers are 
advised to make arrangements Wi 
the Kluane National Park Visitor 
Reception Centre for information « 
hiking conditions and further deta 
on the areas they intend to hike. / 
overnight hikes or trips within the 
park must be registered with the 
Park Service.

The cold, clear Yukon waters are 
home to a variety of fish including 
lake trout, rainbow trout, Arctic 
grayling, northern pike and, in sea- 
son, many species of salmon. 

Fishing Yukon waters provides 
not only an opportunity to land a 
prize catch or even a dreamed of 
trophy, but a chance to relax with a 
fishing pole while enjoying pictur- 
esque surroundings. 

The midnight sun of summer 
highlights the forest clad mountains 
and glimmers on lakes and streams, 
providing daylight for avid anglers 
who choose to fish around the clock. 
The true sports fisherman here, 
judges the day not just by the catch, 
but by the experience. 

Few fishermen driving the Terri- 
tory’s hignways pass up an opportu- 
nity to spin cast or fly-fish some of 
the sparkling streams along the road- 
side. Grayling are there, but because 
they linger in pools, the avid fisher- 
man with only an hour or two to 
spare should hike up or down stream 
from the road to less frequently fished 
pools. 

Lake trout, rainbow trout and 
northern pike are common to many 
lakes throughout the Territory. Trol- 
ling or spin casting these clear, icy 
waters is as pleasant a way as any to 
spend a Yukon summer day. 

To get the ‘big one’ requires 
more planning and determination. 
Northern fish grow more slowly 
than those in the south, so Yukon fry 
grow to trophies only if they are 
lucky. Few anglers fish the lakes 
remote from the highways, so that’s 
where the big ones are. 

Many of the air charter com- 
panies in Yukon offer fly-in fishing 
packages to lakes either a short 
distance from a major centre or to 
more distant lakes and rivers. 

Located throughout the Terri- 
tory, Yukon’s fishing lodges offer 
convenience and comfort amidst 
splendid alpine scenery. Trophy lake 
trout up to 40 pounds can be taken, 
spinning or trolling. Northern pike 
are there in the shallow, reedy bot-

toms; Arctic grayling teem in the 
rivers, and whitefish, inconnu and 
rainbow trout are often just a Cast 
away.

Yukon has long been famous for 
s gold. Although it is more than 
ghty years since the world’s last 
reat gold rush — The Klondike — the 
ord “Yukon” still brings to mind 
ickets of nuggets. The industry 
mains important to Yukon; over 
9,000 ounces of gold were pro- 
iced in 1980. 

But Yukon has a wealth of other 
cks and minerals. In ancient times, 
ative Copper was placer mined from 
ie headwaters of the White River 
/ the Indians. Copper ores have 
>en mined from the Whitehorse 
opper Belt since the 1890's and 
ver 50 minerals have so far been 
entified in the belt including 
anded brown jasper, workable 
‘urite, chrysocolla, malachite, ser- 
2ntine (olive green) and massive 
net. 

Asbestos was mined near Forty 
ile, west of Dawson City until 
cently and over 15 minerals, in- 
iding many that can be worked, 
ive been identified. There are many 
itcrops in the district which can be 
plored.

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well represented in Yukon. To date 
all of the many forms of agate and 
jasper have been found as well as 
excellent fortified, iris, blue, smokey, 
carnelian, moss, plume agate, jasp- 
agate, and jasper has been found in 
abundance. 

Jade has been found in anumber 
of locations and has been mined in 
Yukon. There are a number of poten- 
tial hunting sites that are reasonably 
accessible to the enterprising, deter- 
mined rockhound. Rhodonite of an 
interesting colour and pattern has 
been found in the Teslin area as well 
as hematite-jasper of good cutting 
quality. 

Other materials found include 
topaz, flourite and chalcydonic brec- 
cia, a wide variety of conglomerates 
(some with agate and petrified 
wood), flower porohry, psilomelane, 
picture jasper, picture sandstones, 
picture rhyolite, picture dolomite, 
dendritic rhyolite, calcite onyx, mud 
puppies, selenite crystal balls, colour- 
ful chert, crystal geodes, hematite, 
and jasper in all its colours. 

A few of the more accessible 
rocks and minerals are listed below: 


Hematite: This is the material 
from which the Alaska Black Dia- 
mond is made. It is found in many of 
the Yukon’s placer creeks and notably 
in Hunker, Dominion and Haggart 
Creeks. 

Agate: Agate is found in all its 
many forms in the Carmacks area: 
blue, fortified, smokey, iris, Moss, 
plume, etc. as well as crystal geodes. 

Acurite-Malachite-Chrysocolla: 
Lapidary materials and fine minerals 
can be found in the Whitehorse 
Copper Belt. 

Topaz: This occurs in rock out- 
crops and prospect trenches in the 
Whitehorse region. 

Jasper and Agate: Appears in 
streams along the Alaska Highway 
from the start of Kluane Lake to 
Beaver Creek.

Long before the first fur traders 
and explorers, missionaries and pros- 
pectors trickled into what came to 
be known as the Yukon Territory, 
the Athabascan Indians struggled to 


survive in Yukon’s sub-Arctic interior. 


Some archaeologists have dated 
habitation of the first human beings 
in northern Yukon to 50,000 years 
ago. It is generally believed that the 
present day Yukon Indians are the 
descendants of tribes who crossed 
an ice bridge from Siberia to the 
North American continent. 

Life was not easy for Yukon’s 
first people. Unlike most temperate 
climates, the environment did not 
support large tribal groups. Instead, 
smaller family groups settled in areas 
where there was enough game to 
sustain them and wandered across 
the tundra following the migration 
routes of caribou and moose, their 
main sources of food and clothing. In 
summer, several of the family groups 
gathered at riverside fish camps for 

. the communal harvesting and pre- 
serving of northern fish species such 
as salmon, trout, grayling, pike and 
whitefish. 

Prior to their contact with the 
white man, the interior Indians car- 
ried on extensive trade with the 
coastal Tlingit people. The Tlingits 
wanted fur, skins and native copper 
from the White River, while the in- 
terior Indians valued fish oil, shells 
and seaweed from the coast and the 


goods, such as axes, knives, blankets, 


guns and gunpowder, that the Tlin- 
gits obtained from Russian traders. 
The Tlingits established a Yukon 
trade monopoly by guarding the 
routes through the Chilkoot, Chilkat 
and Taku passes and the St. Elias 
Mountains. Thus, white traders as 
well as others wishing to travel to 
the interior from the west were ef- 
fectively prevented from doing so 
until 1880 when the U.S. Navy suc- 
cessfully negotiated a peace with 
the Chilkat Indians. Skookum Jim, 
one of the original discoverers of 
gold in the Klondike, packed goods 
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Stacks caribou pleces | into a 


over the pass unti! ne decided, for- 
tuitously, to seek his fortune else 
where. 

The trickle of adventurers which 
had started with the tiudson’s Bay 


Company's Robert C ampbell in the 
1840's swelled to a flood in 1898 
when up to 40,000 people followed 


Skookum Jim, George Carmack arid 
Dawson Charlie to the Klondike 

Many of the stampeders de- 
pended on the Indians’ experience 
with the northern environment to 
help them survive the severe winters 
and the Indian way of life began to 
change. Instead of depending solely 
on the often fickle bounty of nature, 
many Indian people began to work 
for wages for the first time. They 
made money providing transporta- 
tion, selling fish and meat, cutting 
and selling wood - especially from 
the camps established to supply the 
river steamers - taking in laundry 
and acting as interpreters. \\W/nen the 
gold rush ended, however, many of 
these jobs came to an end as well 
and the ever adaptable Indian peopie 
returned to their traditional lives 
until the next big boom.

Through a heritage that has 
meant surviving in difficult condi- 
tions, the Yukon Indian population 
has grown to approximately seven 
thousand today. Many have becor 
totaily integrated with the Territory 
modern way of life, but through 
active political and social organiza- 
tions endeavor to keep their old 
traditions alive. Language and oral 
history programs preserve the stori 
of the elders while arts and crafts 
groups continue the crafts of leathe 
and bead work, parka making, Ccarv 
ing, and canoe making.

Aitts and crafts 


When looking for a memento of 
your Yukon visit be sure to examine 
the unique northern arts and crafts 
displayed in shops and galleries 
throughout the Territory. 

Yukon Indian crafts are among 
the finest made and there is a variety 
to choose from, which include home- 
tanned moosehide made into moc- 
casins, mukluks, mitts and jackets. 
These items are usually trimmed with 
fur from wolf, rabbits, fox and wol- 
verine and elaborately beaded, often 
with the traditional porcupine quill. 

The Yukon Indian people are 
also skilled carvers. Their bone, horn 
and antler sculptures depict various 
themes of the Indian culture in 
beautifully intricate designs. 

Another item which exemplifies 
traditional skills is the Yukon Indian- 
made snowshoe, the perfect choice 
for those who enjoy winter sports in 
the northern bush. 

Gold nugget jewellery is also a 
popular souvenir or gift. This distinc- 

‘eiy Yukon jewellery is made from 
nuggets taken from Yukon creeks 
uoned into rings, necklaces, 
bracelets and earrings as well as 
watch oands and tie pins. Or you can 
purchase the nuggets individually 
and have them made into jewellery 
of an original design. 

The Yukon parka is an item you 
will be both proud and wise to own 
for it is especially designed to with- 
stand cold winters. A coat within a 
coat, the parka consists of a warm 
wool duffle coat as the inside layer, 
and a water repellent, windproof 
cloth coat as the outer layer. The 
parkas are decorated with appliqués 
in traditional Indian designs and 
topped with fur trimmed hoods. 

Yukon craftsmen and women 
display their wares at most local 
festivals and at regularly held craft

ruary, features well known musical 
entertainers from all over the world 
In Dawson City, a musical festival is 
held each July and attracts some of 
Canada’s finest musicians. 

Also during the summer, you 
can enjoy the Nakai Players, a grou 
which expresses native culture 
through the theatre and tours variot 
Yukon communities with their speci 
productions.

On August 17, 1896, a war 
whoop and a holler shattered the 
silence of the Klondike Valley. 
“Gold!” shouted George 
Washington Carmack. “Gold!”, re- 
peated his two Indian companions, 
Tagish Charlie and Skookum Jim. 
Their exclamations echoed through 
the Yukon, across into Alaska and 
rippled eventually down into the 
States by way of Seattle where a 
ship delivered the largest shipment 
of gold dust ever handled at the 
port. Soon the whole world was 
listening, captivated by the promise 


of riches and adventure contained in 


that short, powerful cry: 

“There's gold in the Klondike!” 

It was a message to lighten the 
heart of a world weary with 
economic depression. The message 
fell on ears deadened by the din of 
daily labours; on ears which were 
always cocked to the prospect of 
profit to be fairly or unfairly gained. 
They say butchers dropped their 
aprons on the spot; druggists ground 
up their last prescriptions; clerks 


tallied up their final bill of sale, or 
they didn’t tally it, depending on 
how strong the urge was to head for 
the Klondike. 

Meanwhile, men who made a 
career of gold-digging were packing 
up their gold pans in camps scattered 
across Alaska, the Cariboo country 
in British Columbia and the western 
states. The Klondike was a magnet 
that drew miners and non-miners 
from everywhere. Few of them sus- 
pected that staking along the Kion- 
dike creeks was already well under- 
way before anyone south of 60° had 
ever heard of the place. 

By 1898 the rush was a frenzy. 
Half the challenge was getting there — 
and a challenge it was to the corps 
of clerks and merchants “clear mad 
for that muck called gold.” 

Only the most fearless were 
undaunted by the prospect of lug- 
ging the required 2,000 pounds of 
food and supplies over the summit of 
the Chilkoot Pass. When they reached 
Bennett Lake and the challenge of 
building a boat to carry them to

Dawson, greenhorns and able car- 
penters competed against time to E 
ready to sail at break-up. Down the 
river in droves they went, screamin 
with fright at the Whitehorse rapid 
where 150 boats were torn by the 
currents in 1898 alone.

The Klondike Valley was falling 
back to sleep again after a dream, 
or a nightmare, that lasted less than 


ten years. 

Today, the Klondike has once 
again awakened. This time, to the 
drone of heavy equipment used for 
modern day mining. The hectic scram- 
ble of 1898 is over, but gold mining 
is still very much an important and 
lucrative part of Yukon’s economy.

On August 29, 1960, the S.S. 
Keno steamed into Dawson City 
after completing a 36 hour, 740 
kilometre (460 mile) journey down- 
river from Whitehorse. The shrill 
whistle that announced its arrival 
in the Klondike city also signalled 
the end of an era - the Keno was 
the last of the great sternwheelers 
to ply Yukon waters. 

In the early days before the 
construction of roads and bridges, 
the Yukon waterways were the av- 
enues of transportation. Boats 
laboriously constructed on the 
shores of Lake Bennett, just across 
a mountain range from the Pacific 
Ocean, could journey over 3,500 
kilometres (2,100 miles) to St. 
Michael’s near the Bering Sea. 
Along the route they would pass 
through a lake system - Bennett, 
Tagish, Marsh - to the Yukon River 
where they soon encountered the 
feared Miles Canyon rapids.

The sternwheelers would then 


steam into the often turbulent Lake 
Laberge, to regain the river at the 
scenic Thirtymile section, then on 
_to Five Finger Rapids where the 
waters narrowed and intensified 
between four columns of rock 
which often required the boats to 
be winched upstream. Dawson City 
was next, the Klondike town that 
grew almost overnight from a few

and provisions. From Dawson, it 
was a long journey to St. Michael's 
where the Yukon River empties into 
the Bering Sea. 

To the captains, alert behind 
the wheel, the entire voyage re- 
quired total concentration. The 
sandy, gravel bottom of the Yukon 
River was forever shifting and cre- 
ating new channels. While these 
Mississippi-like riverboats were ide- 
ally suited to the major Yukon water 
routes because of their capacity to 
carry heavy cargos over shallow 
waters, a careless misread of the 
river could easily run these 1,300 


ton vessels onto submerged sand- 


banks, a constant danger. 

From July 4, 1869 when the Yukon 
steamed upriver from St. Michael's 
until August 29, 1960 when the 
Keno steamed downstream to dock 
at Dawson there were as many as 
250 sternwheelers working Yukon 
Waters. 

The majestic sternwheelers, so 
important to the development of 
the Territory, no longer steam these 
waters. But with the S.S. Klondike 
in Whitehorse, the S.S. Tutshi in Car 
cross and the S.S. Keno in Dawson 
City restored as historic sites, visitor. 
can be carried back in time to an er: 
when the great churning stern- 


wheelers were the monarchs of the 
waterways.

Since its opening in 1942, the 
Alaska Highway has undergone an 
almost continuous process of con- 
struction. The highway has been 
straightened, widened, and now 
approximately 80 per cent is paved. 

However, it is wise to be pre- 
pared for any Yukon highway driving 
and to take necessary precautions to 
eliminate problems along the way. 

A bug and gravel screen, good 
Spare tires and an extra fan beit are 
recommended. Flying stones may be 
encountered in the gravelled sections 
So plastic headlight protectors are a 
must. 

It makes sense to ensure your 
windshield wipers are operable and 
_ that there is a good supply of water 
in the washers, as dry spells mean 
that driving gets dusty. 

To control dust, there are a few 
simple tricks. Reverse the roof vent 
on your camper so that the vent 
faces forward. Keep the vent open a 
few inches while driving and this will 
create air pressure inside to keep the 
dust out. Close the windows and 
turn your fan on low. This will also 
keep the dust to a minimum. 

For safety’s sake, keep your 
headlights on and slow down when 
encountering dusty portions or high- 
way construction equipment.

car, recreational vehicle, jet, motor- 
coach, cruise ship, ferry, or a combi- 
nation of the above. Here are some 
examples — 


Drive: 


Two southern road routes lead 
to Yukon. The Alaska Highway 
begins at Dawson Creek, British 
Columbia, near the B.C./Alberta 
border and winds 1,016 kilometres 
(632 miles) through forests and 
mountains to Watson Lake, Yukon, 
near the B.C./Yukon border. You will 
pass through stunning scenery: an 
array of jewel-like lakes surrounded 
by rolling and surrated mountains, 
and rivers which slash a course to 
their destination. 

The Cassiar Highway winds 
through the interior of British Col- 
umbia from Highway # 16 (which 
connects Prince George to Prince 
Rupert) before it meets the Alaska 
Highway near Watson Lake, Yukon. 
Once a simple logging road, the 
Cassiar Highway is now 755 kilo- 
metres (470 miles) of excellent scen- 
ery including the Skeena Mountains, 
the Stikine River and Dease Lake. 


Drive/ferry: 


A very popular route by many 
visitors is to drive one way into the 
Territory, then return to Prince Rupert 
on the Pacific Coast by Alaska State 
Ferry. This mixed mode of transporta- 
tion is an ideal way to see and under- 
stand the vast diversity of the north- 
ern environment. 


Jet: 


Daily jet service is available from 
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Edmonton and Vancouver to White- 
horse, Yukon’s capital city. Ona 
clear day, the air routes flown by 
Canadian Pacific Airlines and Pacific 
Western Airlines offer a spectacular 
view of seemingly endless alpine 
regions which cradle the lakes and 
rivers for which the north is famous. 
Yukon’s Trans North Air provides 
scheduled flights to locations in the 
Northwest Territories and Alaska, 
and to most Yukon communities. 


Fly/drive: 


Fly-drive excursions are becom- 
ing increasingly popular throughout 
North America. And understandably 
so. There are over 4,000 miles of 
roads within Yukon, and with other 
connecting points in. Alaska and the 
Northwest Territories, there are 
routes enough for a very extended 
vacation. 

In Whitehorse, rental cars, trucks, 
four wheel drive and recreational 
vehicles are available (but should be 
reserved). Our hotels, highway 
lodges and campgrounds assure 
comfort in travelling throughout the 
Territory. 


Cruiseship/ferry 


The Inside Passage along the 
magnificent Pacific coastline is a 
spectacular way to travel into or 
depart from Yukon. Beginning in 
Seattle, Vancouver or Prince Rupert, 
the ships cruise along the Marine 
Highway which pass the scenic 
Queen Charlotte Islands and the 
Alexander Archapelago. 

Towering mountains, immense 
glaciers and stunning waterfalls 
make this one of the most scenic 
cruises in the world. At Skagway, 
Alaska, visitors can board a motor- 
coach to travel the scenic and historic 
route over the White Pass and along 
the 110-mile highway to Whitehorse, 
Yukon.

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Glaclers stretch like long fingers into the snow peaked mountains of Kluane Natlonal Park. 
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On a November day in 1883, Frank 
McCabe and William McCardell 
stumbled upon a magnificent discov- 
ery in the Rocky Mountains. The two 
railway workers, who had decided 
to take a closer look at the bottom of 
Terrace (now Sulphur) Mountain, 
discovered a well of bubbling hot 
springs. Knowledge of the hot springs 
discovery spread rapidly among the 
adventurous and ambitious railway 
workers, resulting in several conflict- 
ing claims to the site. The Canadian 
government then took the situation 
in hand, decreeing that the land 
would be set aside for the use and 
enjoyment of all Canadians. Hence, 
Sir Jonn A. MacDonald and his gov- 
ernment initiated Canada’s system 
of National Parks. _ 

This year, Canada’s first National 
Park is 100 years old. To commemo- 
rate this event, every National Park, 
National Historic Park and Heritage 
Canal in Canada is planning a cele- 
bration. 


Kluane National Park 


The great northern peaks of the 
St. Elias mountain range pay silent 
homage to the heritage of this coun- 


try. Throughout Kluane, special ex- 
positions interpreting the north are 
being displayed in the park during 
the year. Canada Day will highlight 
the celebration of heritage conserva- 
tion with parades, traditional games, 
and an opportunity to mark the 6Oth 
anniversary of the first ascent of 
Kluane’s Mount Logan. If you wish 
to take advantage of the Centennial 
festivities at Kluane National Park, 
contact the Superintendent for de- 
tails.

The traditional transportation 
routes which provided the link from 
the north to the outside will be trav- 
elled again this year. A mail route, 
beginning in Seattle, will travel by 
boat to Skagway, traverse the historic 
Chilkoot Trail to Bennett and com- 
plete the trip from there to Dawson 
City via boat. In Whitehorse, from 
February 23rd to 27th, an impressive 
modular exhibit will be on display. It 
traces the roots of the natural and 
cultural heritage of the country in 
recognition of the National Parks 
Centennial.

Posing proudly in the south- 
western corner of Yukon, Kluane 
National Park boasts some of the 
most spectacular scenery in North 
America. 

Alpine meadows, glaciers, moun- 
tain lakes and innumerable flora and 
fauna all stand prepared to welcome 
those who venture into this rugged, 
unspoiled region. 


One of the continent’s most 
impressive wildlife populations roams 
unthreatened through the park. 
There are moose, Dall sheep, which 
can be seen on Sheep Mountain 
from the Alaska Highway, mountain 
goats and a small herd of caribou. 
Grizzly and black bear are numerous 
as are a variety of smaller mammals, 
including wolverine, beaver, wolf, 
coyote, otter, lynx, Arctic ground 
squirrel, muskrat, marmot, mink and 
snowshoe hare. There are also over 
150 species of birds, scores of 
songbirds, eagles, and the rare pere- 
grine falcon. 

Kluane’s best known feature is 
the St. Elias mountain range, of which 
Canada’s highest mountain, Mount 
Logan (5,950 meters/19,520 feet) is 
a part. Mountaineering expeditions 
from all over the world have chal- 
lenged Logan and other peaks in the 
St. Elias range. All climbers must 
register with the Warden Service 
before and after the climb. 

For hikers, the park offers a 
number of interesting trails. Most are 
actually old mining roads, Indian 
trails and creek-side paths, and one 
route leads to the Kaskawulsh glacier, 
one of the few that may be reached 
by foot. 

To see the spectacular ice fields 
which cover half of Kluane, your best 
bet is sightseeing from rotary or fixed 
wing aircraft. Helicopter charters are 
available at Haines Junction, while 
tours from fixed wing aircraft can be 
arranged in Whitehorse, Burwash 
Landing and Destruction Bay. 

You will see majestic blue-white 
glaciers such as Hubbard, Seward, 
Steele, Kaskawulsh, Donjek and 
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Logan. The Steele glacier, which 
periodically surges at an unusually 
fast rate, has earned the nickname, 
“The Galloping Glacier.” In the late 
60's the Steele Glacier once moved 
seven miles in a four month period. 

For general information on the 
park and details concerning camping, 
hiking, backpacking and other ac- 
tivities, an information centre is lo- 
cated at park headquarters on the 
Alaska Highway in Haines Junction. 
The park headquarters is open year 
round and holds daily interpretive 
programs through the summer, in- 
cluding hikes, campfire talks and 
Slide shows presented by the park 
Staff.

C arcross 


The delightful old village of Car- 
cross, nestled between Nares and 
Bennett lakes at the foot of Nares 
Mountain, is truly a step back into 
history. Named Caribou Crossing by 
the Indians who used it as a major 
hunting camp, Carcross became 
another important junction in 1900 
when White Pass and Yukon Route 
construction crews met here to com- 
plete the railway from Skagway to 
Whitehorse. 

Carcross, which is an hour’s 
drive from Whitehorse, connects to 
Skagway via the 104 kilometre (65 
mile) South Klondike Highway which 
was completed in 1979. 

The picturesque town (popula- 
tion 150) is dominated by the Caribou 
Hotel, Matthew Watson’s General 
Store and the White Pass Station 
which has been converted into a 
rauseum which includes an extensive 
taxidermy display of Yukon’s big 
game, plus a gift shop and coffee 
shop. 

The old White Pass Boat 
Warehouse now features live enter- 
tainment. A beef stew lunch is 
served.

The Caribou Hotel with its res- 
taurant and tavern (complete with 
woodburning stove) is the longest 
operating hotel in Yukon. In 1898, it 
was open for business for the gold- 
seekers heading north to the Klondike. 

Matthew Watson’s General 
Store, established in 1911 and until 
recently operated by the Watson 
family, is another glimpse into the 
past. 

More evidence of history in this 
little town are the S.S. Tutshi, a steam- 
boat which plied the local waters, 
and the Duchess, a tiny locomotive 
which ran from Taku to Atlin Lake in 
the early 1900's. 
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George Washington Carmack (above) was the gold miner after whom the town of Carmacks was named. Carmack, along with 


his Indian companions, Tagish Charlle and Skookum Jim, discovered gold in the Klondike valley in 1896. 


The small community of 
Carmacks, population about 400, 
was named after George W. Car- 
mack who, with his Indian compan- 
ions, first discovered gold in the 
Klondike. 


Carmacks became a major stop- 
ping point for the sleighs and bull- 
dozer trains that travelled the old 
Dawson Trail from Whitehorse to 
Dawson City before the highway 
was built.

There is a hotel, 
motels and cafés in the vicinity and 
the Territorial Government operates 
a Spacious Campground just below 
the Carmacks bridge. If you're stop- 
ping overnight, or for a few days, be 
sure to search for the relics of the old 
Dawson Trail nearby. 


A short 22 kilometre (13.7 mile) 
drive north takes you to a turnoff 
point from which you can see Five 
Fingers Rapids. During the gold rush, 
the many boats that attempted to 
reach the Klondike found Five Fingers 
Rapids to be one of the most danger- 
ous obstacles on the river. Skillful 
navigation was required to steer the 
boats through the five channels and 
steamboats had to be winched 
through on upstream runs.

The communities of Faro and 
Ross River also have an historic bear- 
ing on the Yukon story, but theirs, 
especially Faro’s, is considerably 
shorter than Dawson City’s. Faro 
was Created in 1969 when the Cyp- 
rus Anvil Mine was Officially opened. 
Ross River is the once sleepy Indian 
village where the discoverers of the 
Faro orebody were headquartered 
during their exploration period. 

Faro is located 61.5 kilometres 
(38 miles) northwest of Ross River on 
the east side of the Pelly River. Two 
years ago the population of Faro 
was 2,000, but due to a temporary 
slowdown of the Territory’s largest 
mine, the Cyprus Anvil lead-zinc 
mine, the population has been re- 
duced to approximately 1,000. 

The town of Faro includes a

hotel with licensed lounge and dining 
room, a garage, grocery store, hard- 
ware store, service station, travel 
agency, bank and post office. There 
is regular air service to Whitehorse 
via Trans North Air and helicopter 
and float plane service is available by 
charter. 

Cyprus Anvil Mine is located 
22.5 kilometres (14 miles) from town 
and tours of its operation are offered 
through the Faro & District Chamber 
of Commerce (check at the local 
information centre.) 

The Anvil mining and milling 
operation began producing lead, 
silver and zinc concentrates in 1969. 
Today, due to the reduction in the 
international demand for lead and 
zinc, the mine is not working at full 
capacity. The milling operation is 
shut down and the mining now 
consists of stripping work which will 
help reduce costs of mining and 
milling the ore when world market 


prices reach a level that will make 
full production financially feasible 
once again. 

Ross River (population 300) is 
situated on the southwest bank of 
the Pelly River. Largely an Indian 
village, it began receiving more at- 
tention from the white community 
after a significant lead-zinc deposit 
was found on nearby Van Gorda 
Creek by Yukon prospector Al Kulan 
and his associates. Kulan’s success 
lured other prospectors to the area 
and the community gradually grew. 
In the mid-G0O’s, Kulan was part of 
the Dynasty Exploration team that 
discovered the massive Faro orebody. 
This set off a staking rush that rivalled 
that of the Klondike era and many of 
the individuals and companies in- 
volved in it made Ross River their 
headquarters. 

In addition to its attractions for 
prospectors, however, Ross River is 
known for its fine fishing and hunting 
opportunities. The village has a hotel 
with a licensed lounge, cafes, stores, 
and RCMP post and nursing station.

Haines Junction, located at km 
1635 (mile 1016) on the Alaska High- 
way at the junction of the Haines 
Road, is a community of approxi- 
mately 400 people who live in the 
shadow of the St. Elias Mountain 
Range, the highest in all Canada. 
Whenever you're in Haines Junction 
it’s hard to take your eyes away 
from the towering snow covered 
peaks which parallel the highway. 
Behind the Front Range are the higher 
peaks such as Mount Logan, Canada’s 
highest mountain, and other peaks 
over 4,500 metres (15,000 feet). 

The “Junction” is a popular 
crossroads stop for drivers heading 
east to Whitehorse and south or 
west to the Alaska border. With 
several lodges nearby, motels, res- 
taurants, service stations and im- 
mediate access to Kluane National 
Park, Haines Junction has also grown 
in popularity as a destination in itself. 

Haines Junction has always 
been the jump off point for wilderness 
expeditions such as photography, 
hunting or fishing forays, hiking and 
mountain climbing. Now it is an offi- 
cial centre of activity related to 
Kluane National Park. The Park Ad- 
ministration and Visitors Reception 
Centre is located in the centre of the 
town and contains a relief model of 
the park as well as information on 
film and in print. Travellers can obtain 
advice on road and trail conditions 
at the centre. 

Nearby Kathleen Lake has excel- 
lent camping, boating and fishing 
opportunities. 


North Alaska Highway 


The “north highway” as it is 
known to Yukoners has three settle- 
ments, two of which came into exis- 
tence in 1942 when soldiers were 
camped at various points along the 
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community of Haines Junction.

Destruction Bay is located 
approximately 108 kilometres (67 
miles) north of Haines Junction on 
the shore of Kluane Lake, and is so- 
called because of a wind storm that 
destroyed the original camp there. 
The small community has about 100 
people, a modern 28 unit motel 
complete with dining room and 
lounge, and places to launch your 
boat onto Kluane Lake. 

Burwash Landing pre-dates the 
highway having come into existence 
as the result of a gold discovery on 
Fourth of July Creek in 1903 by 
Dawson Charlie, an Indian from 
Carcross. 

Another lakeside community 
with panoramic views of beautiful 
Kluane Lake, Burwash features an 
interesting collection of natural his- 
tory displays and historic artifacts in 
its Kluane Historical Museum. One

Members of the Burwash Indian 
band actively promote the continua- 
tion of traditional arts and crafts and 
the native language, and run the 
only all-Indian school in the Territory. 
Visitor facilities include an airstrip, 
accommodation at Burwash Landing 
Resort, boating and fishing excur- 
sions, fligntseeing and camping. 

Beaver Creek is the last Yukon 
community you will pass through 
before crossing the border into 
Alaska. This village of about 150 
people was one of two sites where 
Alaska Highway crews working from 
the north and south met. Beaver 
Creek has one of Yukon’s largest 
lodges, Alas/Kon Border Lodge, a 
1 73-room complex. Also of interest 
to visitors is an Indian arts and crafts 
shop, and a carefully arranged display

The trio of small communities at 
the northeastern end of the road 
leading from Stewart Crossing on 
the Klondike Highway has long been 
associated with the second most 
famous precious metal in Yukon, 
silver. 

Mayo, with a population of 
500, is the oldest of the three. Im- 
portant as a river settlement for 
Indians and the first white traders, 
Mayo became a major shipping point 
for the silver ore mined at Keno and 
other smaller mines in the district. 

Mayo’s lovely setting, on the 
banks of the Stewart River, along. 
with its history, has made it a favour- 
ite of travellers wishing to get off the 
beaten track. Chateau Mayo, an 
historic hotel, is at the centre of a 
small gathering of service businesses. 
The town also has complete emer- 
gency services. 

Elsa, which lies 45 kilometres 
(28 miles) beyond Mayo on the 
Mayo-Elsa Road, is the site of Yukon’s 
longest established operating mine, 
the United Keno Hill Mine. The silver- 


Teslin, 170 kilometres (118 miles) 
south of Whitehorse on the Alaska 
Highway, existed long before the 
highway was built. An Indian village 
consisting primarily of people from 
the coastal Tlingit Indian tribe, Teslin 
expanded as a white community 
during the period of highway con- 
struction. When it was finished, one 
enterprising Indian man, George 
Johnson, got the jump on the rest of 
the community by being the first to 
drive to Whitehorse. In the late 
1920’s Johnson had bought a Chev- 
rolet from the newly opened dealer- 
ship in Whitehorse and then had it 
shipped down to Teslin on a river- 
boat. Though there were no roads in 
Teslin at the time, Johnson painted

Teslin is perhaps better known 
for its fishing than its history, as it 
features some of the finest angling 
opportunities available in the north. 
Teslin Lake, Nisutlin Bay and Nisutlin 
River teem with lake trout, grayling, 
whitefish and northern pike.

Elsa has a population of about 
500, most of whom work for the 
mine. There are no facilities for visi- 
tors. A short distance from the town, 
near Hanson Lakes, is the site of the 
staging area where a small crew of 
brave road builders began construc- 
tion of Yukon’s first winter road to 
the Arctic in 1959, the Wind River 
Trail. . 

Keno City is the third communi- 
ty in the trio, a tiny grouping of less 
than a hundred people which is 
literally a ghost of its former self. The 
former site of a flourishing silver 
mine, Keno is now a simple collection 
of log buildings, a small hotel and a 
café. But it sits in one of the prettiest 
settings in the north. The top of 
Keno Mountain (1,889 meters/6,200 
feet) provides a splendid view of the 
surrounding countryside, hills and 
valleys. 

Businessmen from the three above 
communities have joined together to 
form the Silver Trail Tourism Associa- 
tion which will assist visitors to gain 
a full appreciation of the area during 
their visit to Yukon.

Yukon’s most southerly commu- 
nity and the one travellers are first to 
reach after crossing the B.C. - Yukon 
border is the town of Watson Lake, 
population approximately 1,200. 
Situated at km 1016.8 (mile 632) on 
the Alaska Highway, Watson Lake is 
referred to as the gateway of the 
Yukon. The town was named after a 
trading post operator, Frank Watson, 
who settled in the area in the 1890's. 

Like many other Yukon highway 
settlements, Watson Lake’s boom 
period started during the Second 
World War when upwards of 25,000 
Canadian and U.S. army troops came 
into the Territory to build the Alaska 
Highway. 

Watson Lake was the centre of 
much of the activity surrounding 
highway construction and has re- 
mained as an important transporta- 
tion and communications centre. The 
town’s new visitor reception centre 
interprets the story of the highway 
and its construction. 

The most memorable monument 
to the town began when a homesick 
serviceman erected a sign of his 
hometown on a post on the highway. 
Over the years travellers have fol- 
lowed his example and the Watson 
Lake signposts, at the junction of the

Whitehorse, located at km 1470

way, is the capital city of the Yukon 
Territory.

If you've travelled the Marine Highway north, 
however, Haines may be only the beginning of the trail 
for you. 

And what a beginning it is. Cradled between the 
coastal mountains and the Lynn Canal, with salmon rich 
rivers and the world’s largest gathering of bald eagles, 
Haines is many people’s idea of heaven on earth. 
Certainly it is a fisnerman’s paradise, for both salt water 
and fresh water fish are abundant in local waters. Fishing 
for Dolly Varden, the sea going trout, is especially good 
from June through November. 

Haines has a long history which began with the first 
native inhabitants. Spanish and Russian explorers visited 
the shores of this lovely coastal town and the Northwest 
Trading Company set up a post here in the mid 1800’'s. 
The famous naturalist John Muir actually had a hand in 
selecting the townsite when he visited the area with a 
missionary friend in 1881. Haines grew as a shipping 
point for gold at the turn of the century, and marked the 
beginning of the Dalton Trail over which the first horses 
were brought to the Yukon Territory. 

Haines thrives as a fishing, logging and shipping 
centre and attracts thousands of tourists and outdoor 
adventurers each year. In addition to its considerable 
natural assets, Haines also has an active Indian community 
whose members perform each week at the Chilkat 
Centre for the Arts. There is also a large collection of 
interesting historical items at the Sneldon Museum and 
Culture Centre, and the city offers walking tours of Fort 
William H. Seward, named after the man who negotiated 
the Alaska purchase. The town of 1,000 people is also 
the site of the annual Southeast Alaska State Fair.

Tok Junction, which is located at 
km 2115 (mile 1314) on the Alaska 
Highway, is a small Alaska communi- 
ty of approximately 800 residents. 
Tok got its start in 1942 as a camp 
for Alaska Highway construction 
workers. Today the town is the hub 
for travellers entering Alaska. 

In Tok, you can find a post office, 
airport, groceries, service stations, and 
good hotel and motel accommodations. 

Tok’s business district is at the 
junction of the Alaska and Glenn 
highways.

Also on display are exam- 
ples of baleen (part of the food-filter- 
ing apparatus of the whale, from 
which fine Alaskan jewellery is made).

Prince Rupert, the northernmost Canadian city on 
the Pacific coast, is Known as the ‘Gateway to the 
North’. Located on Kaien Island at the mouth of the 
Skeena River, this bustling port city of 20,000 people is 
the terminal point for auto/passenger ferries to and from 
Alaskan coastal communities and Vancouver Island, as 
well as a stopping point for cruiseships travelling the 
Inside Passage. 

The city was founded by railway magnate Charles 
Hays just after the turn of the century. Hays, then the 
General Manager of the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, 
needed a western terminal of his railway and the area on 
which the city now stands was his choice as an ideal 
location. When the railway was almost completed, Hays 
went to England to seek investors to develop the port 
but alas, the dream was never to materialize. Hays died 
on his return trip on the ill-fated Titanic which went 
down in April, 1912. Both the city and the railway 
suffered a great loss with his death, but even so, work 
went ahead on the Grand Trunk Pacific railway, and two 
years later the first train arrived at Prince Rupert, linking 
the western port with the rest of Canada. 

The city continued to grow with the movement of 
troops through the port during World War Il and today it 
is an important shipping port for coal, pulp, lumber and 
Canadian Prairie grain. Commercial fishing and tourism 
also play important roles in the city’s economy. 

Visitors to Prince Rupert might like to take in the 
city’s annual Sea Fest held each June. The festival 
includes events such as the outboard powered bathtub 
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maps and graphics.

Tours of all sorts are available in Prince Rupert; from 
sightseeing tours of the city which include visits to the 
various museums, tours up the Skeena River, or a tour to 
the mining town of Stewart and Bear Glacier.

Dempster highway 


With the completion of the Dempster 
Highway in 1978 it became possible 
for the first time to drive from the 
bottom of the continent to the top, 
through the Yukon Territory to the 
Arctic coast of North America. 

In the comfort of your own 
vehicle you can pass through the 
vast Arctic and sub-Arctic reaches 
over which herds of caribou roam. 

The hignhway’s name honours 
W/. J. D. Dempster, a corporal in the 
Royal Northwest Mounted Police, 
who led the team of men searching 
for the lost RNWMP patrol of the ill 
fated Fitzgerald. Fitzgerald and his 
men were lost on a trek from Fort 
McPherson in the winter of 1911 and 
perished when their supplies ran out.
